PART 1 INTERNATIONAL COMMISSION OF CONTROL & SUPERVISION ( ICCS) 

1. THE PRG MADE ITS PAYMENT OF 4.5 MILLION FRANCS 
ARTICLE 14( C) OF THE ICCS PROTOCOL ON MAR 30 (30 DAYS IN 
ARREARS). THE DRV HAD MADE ITS REQUIRED PAYMENT ON MAR 16 AND 
THE US AND RVN MADE THEIRS ON OR BEFORE X PLUS 30 AS REQUIRED BY 
THE PROTOCOL. THE INITIAL 18 MILLION FRANC CONTRIBUTION 
UNDER ARTICLE 14( C) HAS, THEREFORE, BEEN RECEIVED BY THE ICCS. 
FUTURE PAYMENTS WILL BE GOVERNED BY ARTICLE 14(B). 

2. MID- AFTERNOON APRIL 2 A SMALL DEMONSTRATION ESTIMATED BY 
EMBOFF NUMBERING APPROXIMATELY 100 PEOPLE MARCHED TO ICCS 
SECRETARIAT BUILDING ( WHERE ICCS PLENARY WAS IN SESSION) TO 
DISPLAY BANNERS CALLING FOR CESSATION OF COMMUNIST AGGRESSION 
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IN ORDER FOR PEACE TO BE ACHIEVED. DEMONSTRATION WAS ORDERLY 
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WITH HEAVY PRESS COVERAGE ATTENDANT. GVN POLICE PRESENT IN 
QUANTITY. EMBOFF JUDGED DEMO HAS GVN ACQUIESCENCE, AND 
POSSIBLY INSPIRATION. 

PART II- FOUR PARTY JOINT MILITARY TEAM ( FPJMC); PW RELEASE 
CAPTAIN ROBERT T. WHITE, THE ADDITIONAL US POW WHOSE CAPTURE 
BY THE PRG WAS ANNOUNCED ONLY LAST WEEK, WAS RELEASED APRIL 1 
IN VINH BINH PROVINCE ( MR 4) TO ELEMENTS OF THE FPJMC TEAM. 
WHITE' S RELEASE BROUGHT TO 588 THE TOTAL OF AMERICAN POWS 
(564 MILITARY, 24 CIVILIAN) RELEASED BY THE DRV, PRG AND 
PATHET LAO. 

PART III- TWO PARTY JOINT MILITARY COMMISSION ( TPJMC) 

VIET CONG TPJMC CHIEF VISITS HANOI. LT GEN TRAN VAN TRA, 

CHIEF OF THE VIET CONG TPJMC CONTINGENT, VISITED HANOI OVER 
THE WEEKEND, PROBABLY TO PARTICIPATE IN HIGH- LEVEL STRATEGY 
SESSIONS WITH TOP PARTY AND MILITARY LEADERS. BEFORE DONNING 
THE SHAPELESS FATIGUES OF THE LIBERATION ARMY, TRA HAD BEEN 
DEPUTY CHIEF OF STAFF OF THE NVA AND IS, HIMSELF, AN 
ALTERNATE MEMBER OF THE CENTRAL COMMITTEE. ACCORDING TO VNA, 
TRA CALLED ON THE NORTH VIETNAMESE DEFENSE MINISTRY MAR 3 1
